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FRONT  COVER  COIN 

“THE  UNKNOWN  KING”  OF  PARTHIA 

This  unusual  silver  drachm  of  Parthia  (see  C253)  has  long  puzzled  historians  and 
numismatists.  It  is  known  to  have  been  issued  around  70  b.c.  and  is  thought  to  be  of 
Darius,  a  descendent  through  his  mother  of  Arsaces,  the  founder  of  the  Parthian 
dynasty  in  247  B.c.  Darius  was  a  ruler  of  Media  Atropatene  in  the  north  west  of  the 
Parthian  kingdom  and  this  drachm  was  probably  minted  at  Rhagae,  just  south  of  the 
Caspian  Sea. 


TWO  NOTES  ON  ANCIENT  BRITISH  COINS

Ancient  British  Coins  found  in  Hertfordshire 

In  the  past  few  years  a  number  of  Ancient  British  coins  have  been  found  in  the 
districts  around  Braughing  and  Puckeridge,  most  of  which  belong  to  well  known 
types  of  the  Catuvellauni  and  Trinovantes  tribes.  Among  recent  acquisitions  by 
B.  A.  Seaby  Ltd.,  four  coins  are  outstanding  as  I  do  not  believe  they  have  so  far  been 
recorded. 
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TWO  NOTES  ON  ANCIENT  BRITISH  COINS 


1. 

Obv. :  Bust  to  the  left,  hair  in  long  twisted  coils,  annulets  and  a  rosette  of  pellets 
in  front  of  face. 

Rev.:  Distinctive  maned  horse,  with  curly  tail,  to  the  left,  a  rosette  of  pellets 
between  the  legs,  and  other  ring  ornaments  in  the  field. 

Plated  JR  core,  full  denomination.  Weight  1.256  grammes. 

This  coin  fits  very  well  into  the  D.  F.  Allen  classification,  as  Type  LX  and  is  a  coin 
from  the  Trinovantes  tribe. 

2. 

Obv.:  Cruciform  ornament  of  two  wreaths,  and  in  the  angles  various  ornaments. 
Rev. :  Maned  horse  to  the  left  with  crescents  above,  with  an  annulet  and  feather 
like  object  between  the  horses  legs. 

JR  plated  core.  Half-denomination.  Weight  0.429  grammes. 

This  coin  also  fits  into  the  British  LX  series,  the  obverse  design  having  its  origins 
with  British  L,  the  Whaddon  Chase  type,  and  can  therefore  be  placed  with  the 
Catuvellauni  tribe. 

Although  these  first  two  coins  are  silver  plated  and  of  a  previously  unrecorded 
design  it  is  practically  certain  that  coins  in  good  silver  were  in  fact  struck,  and  it  is 
just  a  matter  of  time  before  they  are  found. 

3. 

Obv. :  Bust  to  the  left. 

Rev. :  A  bull  like  animal  to  the  right  with  an  A  between  the  legs,  below  the  exergual 
line,  a  branch. 

AL  Half  denomination.  Weight  0.96  grammes. 

This  small  bronze  coin  may  be  placed  with  the  unknown  King  Andoco(mius)  and  as 
a  half  denomination  completes  the  range  of  his  coinage;  the  larger  bronze  coin  of 
this  king  (Mack  200)  has  also  been  found  at  Puckeridge. 

4. 

Obv. :  From  a  very  worn  die. 

Rev. :  Maned  horse  to  the  left  with  branch  above. 

AL  Half  denomination?  Weight  1.34  grammes. 

The  obverse  die  is  not  very  clear  and  not  enough  design  remains  to  be  able  to  make 
a  positive  identification,  but  this  coin  can  also  be  placed  within  the  LX  series. 

Three  New  Early  British  Gold  Staters 

It  is  a  well  established  fact  that  coins  of  the  Ambiani  and  in  particular  coins  within 
the  types  Gallo-Belgic  “C”  and  “E”  become  the  models  for  some  of  the  first  British 
gold  staters,  but  I  would  offer  this  first  coin  as  proof  that  Gallo-Belgic  “A”  coins 
were  also  copied  by  early  British  die  cutters,  as  illustrated  by  this  obverse  die  with  a 
double  hair  line. 

5. 

Obv. :  Laureate,  degenerate  bust  to  the  left  in  imitation  of  the  head  of  Apollo. 

Rev.:  Horse  to  the  right,  pellet  and  crescent  above  and  below,  eye  ornament 
behind.  The  exergual  line  is  curved  and  ornamented. 

Weight  6.33  grammes. 

This  reverse  die  is  cut  in  the  style  of  the  Gallo-Belgic  “C”  coins  as  are  both  dies  on 
the  following  two  coins.

Obv. :  Portions  of  laureate  head  of  Apollo  to  right. 

Rev. :  Crude  disjointed  horse  to  the  right,  pellets  and  curved  ornaments  above  and 
below. 

Weight  6.27  grammes. 

7. 

Obv. :  A  die  duplicate  of  no.  6  but  a  later  striking. 

Rev. :  Crude  disjointed  horse  to  the  right,  a  circle  of  joined  pellets  above,  large 
curved  ornament  and  pellet  below. 

Weight  6.22  grammes. 

I  have  no  record  of  the  find  spot  for  these  last  three  coins  but  they  must  belong  to  the 
Southern  District,  and  are,  perhaps,  among  the  earliest  of  British  Staters. 


DICTIONARY  OF  MAKERS  OF  BRITISH  NINETEENTH 
CENTURY  METALLIC  TICKETS  AND  CHECKS 

Supplement  HI  to  Part  I— BIRMINGHAM  MAKERS

DURNING  &C.  ( Bulletin  1971,  p.  404) 

Further  checks  using  the  same  3d  reverse  die  signed  “Burning  Birm”  as  recorded  for  one 
check  against  Benjamin  Duming  in  the  1971  entry  have  been  reported  by  Mr  J.  Dumell  with 
accompanying  information,  as  follows : 

2.  Of  the  New  Inn ,  Longford,  Glos. ;  no  publican’s  name. 

3.  Of  the  Prince  of  Orange ,  Yatton;  no  publican’s  name.  There  is  more  than  one  place 
named  Yatton  in  the  West  of  England;  this  inn  is  at  the  Somerset  one,  between  Bristol 
and  Weston  super  Mare.  This  check  is  thought  to  date  to  around  1850-60,  which 
would  accord  with  Benjamin  Burning’s  second  solo  period. 

4.  Obv.  reads  “S.  Phelps”  (centre)  “Eastgate  Vaults  /  Gloucester”  (curved  above  and 
below). 

This  last  example  indicates  a  much  later  reuse  (by  John  Wilcox?)  of  the  reverse  die  (and  the 
signature  is  worn  to  “Bur  Birm”)  as  the  dates  of  presence  of  S.  Phelps  were  1890-1902 
(moreover  the  establishment  had  been  renamed— its  name  was  City  Wine  Vaults  when  a 
James  Phelps  was  landlord  in  1863-75).  The  same  S.  Phelps  obverse  die  also  shows  on  a  check 
bearing  a  maker’s  reverse  of  T.  Pope  at  Newhall  St.,  Birmingham. 

EDKINS,  Charles  Grant— ;  BDM — 

Charles  Edkins  and  the  firm  named  after  him  were  essentially  makers  of  metal  buttons. 
Around  1870  his  advertised  manufacturing  range  was  clasps  and  buckles  for  belts  and 
garters,  metallic  buttons  for  shirts  and  gloves,  “fishing  bait  and  rod,  ring,  etc.”.  His  locations 
were: 

( 1 858-)59-72  87  &  88  Camden  Street ; 

1872-81  38  &  39  Camden  Street ; 

1882-89(~90)  16  &  18  Summer  Row. 

The  business  continued  as  Charles  Edkins  &  Sons  at  the  last  above  address  until  1905,  after 
which  the  address  was  Friday  Bridge  Works ,  Summer  Row  until  at  least  1934  when  their 
speciality  was  push  buttons  for  various  trades  (their  telegraphic  address  was  Edkins ).  Ltd  was 
appended  to  the  above  style  in  1909. 
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Mr  Durnell  has  a  23  mm.  brass  check  as  follows : 

Obv.  Curved  above:  “John  Thomas.”  Centre:  “Black  Horse”.  Curved  below:  “Price 
Street”. 

Rev.  Centre:  fancy  “2£”.  Signed  in  spaced  small  sanserif  letters  between  dotted  inner 
and  outer  circles:  “C.  Edkins  /  87  Camden  St.”  separated  on  each  side  by  two 
curved  ornaments  and  +  between. 

The  public  house  was  in  Birmingham;  Thomas  ran  it  1866-70. 


HINKS  ( Bulletin  I960,  p.  180,  1965,  p.  334) 

After  checking  of  intervening  dates,  the  threads  of  business  activity  originally  reported  are 
confirmed  as  a  single  continuous  concern,  as  tabled  below,  successor  to  Thomas  Halliday  at  his 
works  premises  as  from  his  death  in  1844.

The  reported  whist  marker  (Batty  11/1849)  signed  by  J(ames)  Hinks  has  turned  out  to  be  a 
key  that  enables  attribution  to  him  of  a  number  of  counters  and  checks  bearing  no  signature. 
They  are  set  out  below  and  include  a  leading  member  of  the  To  Hanover  series;  its  obverse  and 
the  above  whist  marker’s  obverse  are  both  found  paired  with  another  whist  marker  reverse 
(that  of  Batty  11/1934)^  thus  joining  two  dielinking  chains  formed  by  those  obverses.  Two 
further  obverses  are  so  similar  to  them  as  to  be  clearly  from  the  same  source. 


Obv.  A  —  dated  1853,  is  the  first-mentioned  above,  and  it  too  was  used  for  a  To  Hanover 
counter;  “sovereign”  sized. 

Obv.  B  —  dated  1853,  closely  resembles  Obv.  A  but  is  “  J-sovereign”  sized  (i.e.  its  counter¬ 
part  in  that  size). 

Obv.  C  —  dated  1862,  the  second-mentioned  above;  “sovereign”  sized. 

Obv.  D  —  dated  1863,  closely  resembles  Obv.  C;  “sovereign”  sized. 


Obv.  A  Obv.  C 

OB  VERSE  A.  Middle-aged  tall  head  (18  mm.  from  top  of  hair  to  tip  of  truncation)  of  Queen 
Victoria  (a  poor  resemblance)  to  left.  Surrounding  legend  Victoria  Queen  of  Great 
Brit  (no  stop)  and  date  1853  which  is  placed  below  the  rear  of  the  truncation;  all  in  very 
small  neat  fount.  The  neck  appears  disproportionately  thick,  as  its  back  is  drawn  straight 
instead  of  concave. 

This  obverse  occurs  on  23  mm.  brass  discs  with  the  following  reverses :  { 

Al.  To  Hanover  reverse  of  normal  general  description  including  historical  date  1837.  Small 
dragon  with  all  3  heads  pointing  forwards;  young  rider  (with  sheathed  sword)  tilted  backwards 
by  rearing  horse;  small  date-figures.  (Counter  in  Author’s  collection.) 

A2.  Whist  marker  reverse,  with  legend  Keep  your  temper  above  a  close-up  half  figure  of  a 
young  woman  with  high  collar  and  puffed  sleeves,  seated  half-right  in  a  cane  chair,  and  laying 
an  ace  on  the  table;  her  left  hand  holds  her  other  cards  close  to  her  person.  (Counter  in  British 
Museum.) 

A3.  Whist  marker  reverse  of  Batty  11/1849,  showing  man  and  woman  playing  cards  and  signed 
“J.  Hinks  F.  /  Birm”  in  exergue.  (This  counter  owned  by  Miss  J.  White.) 

A4.  “H.  Challenger”  across  centre  field  and  “Coach  St  Horses  /  .  Gloster  Lane  .”  at  rim.  This 
was  at  Bristol;  he  was  its  publican  in  1853-57.  (Ticket  owned  and  attributed  by  Mr  J.  Durnell). 
A5.  “Swan  Inn  /  -f  Glastonbury  +  ”  around  blank  centre.  Die  axis  11  o’clock.  (In  the  county 
of  Somerset.)  (Ticket  owner  same  as  for  A4.) 

A6.  Batty  11/281 — a  Manchester  ticket  of  G.  Pimlott  Trafford  Arms.  (Placed  in  this  list  on  the 
basis  of  Batty’s  description  of  the  obverse;  no  specimen  yet  viewed  for  verification  of  die 
identity.) 

The  A3  signed  reverse  also  occurs  listed  as  Batty  11/1849  with  blank  obverse  bearing  letter 
H  indented.

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OBI  ERSE  B.  Head  of  similar  style  to  that  of  Obverse  A,  same  legend  and  date  and  style  of 
fount,  but  date  placed  centrally  below  the  truncation  and  the  die  is  for  a  smaller  flan. 

Noted  on  as  yet  only  one  20  mm.  brass  disc,  with  reverse: 

wXA^StAnh^re^tn^erSle,  527  close]y  n'PeatinS  on  the  smaller  flan  the  scene  described  for 
item  A2.  About  the  only  different  details  are:— neck  upright  instead  of  forward-inclined, 

sleeves  not  puffed,  and  more  length  of  table  shows  as  the  woman  is  less  close  to  the  observer. 
(Author's  collection.) 


OBVERSE  C.  Young  head  of  Queen  Victoria  to  left,  well  clear  of  the  same-worded  surrounding 
legend  as  in  Obverse  A;  with  date  1862,  in  figures  spread  evenly  below  the  full  width  of 

truncation,  and  thereby  perfectly  phased  with  the  spacing  between  letters  and  between 
words. 

Noted  on  23  mm.  brass  discs  with  the  following  reverses : 

Cl.  To  Hanover  reverse  of  normal  general  description  including  historical  date  1837.  Similar 
dragon  to  the  one  in  item  Al;  the  horse  is  in  course  of  leaping  over  it;  the  rider,  resultingly 
vertical  (with  sheathed  sword),  is  middle-aged  and  has  a  bulbous  nose.  This  counter,  catalogued 
as  no.  -.8  of  its  series  in  Num.  Chron.  1959,  is  one  of  the  commonest  met  with  in  the  series.  (It 
contrasts  with  another  dated  ±862,  cat.  no.  52,  where  the  same  obv.  legend  is  divided  and  in 
tiny  fount  and  the  date  figures  are  larger;  and  the  reverse  has  a  large  dragon  and  a  young 
horseman  resting  the  sword  on  his  shoulder.) 

C2.  Whist  marker  reverse,  from  same  die  as  item  A2.  (Batty  11/1934.) 

C3.  Blank  die,  punched  “Brown  /  Cow  /  2”.  (Leicester  City  Museum.) 

C4.  “George  McCleary  /  Eagle  Inn  /  *  Stretford  Road  *”  (Bell— Locality  Unknown  31). 

OB  VERSE  D.  Of  very  similar  appearance  to  Obverse  C  but  dated  1863. 

Noted  on  as  yet  only  one  23  mm.  brass  disc  (in  Birmingham  City  Museum),  the  reverse  of 
which  is  unfortunately  mute : — 

Dl.  Centre  blank.  Along  the  rim  are  an  olive  branch  on  left  and  an  oak  branch  on  right,  tied 
with  a  ribbon  as  usual. 

In  The  Co-operator  journal’s  issue  of  4th  September  1869,  James  Hinks  advertised  his 
services  for  making  co-operative  checks ;  but  not  even  Mr  P.  Meldrum,  who  specialises  in  that 
series  and  came  across  that  advertisement  during  his  researches  (information  gratefully  received), 
has  found  any  such  checks  bearing  a  Hinks  signature.  Yet  it  seems  unlikely  that  Hinks  would 
have  failed  to  get  any  share  in  that  production  in  which  numerous  Birmingham  makers  (as 
their  signatures  and  advertisements  showed)  participated;  he  probably  made  some  without 
signing  them,  cf.  his  other  works  described  above. 

Initials  presumptively  of  James  Hinks  &  Son  occur  on  a  24£  mm.  brass  check  reported  by 
Mr  Durnell,  as  described  below;  issued  c.  1875  by  the  publican  named  on  it  of  the  Swan  at 
Stokes  Croft,  Bristol : 

Obv.  A  swan  swimming  to  right,  with  “George  Smallcombe”  curved  above  and 
“J.  H  &  S”  (only  the  one  stop)  in  exergue.  (Circle  of  tiny  beads  at  rim.) 

Rev.  Very  large  fancy  figure  with  fancy  letter:  “2D”  (and  circle  of  tiny  beads  at  rim). 

HIRON,  Sam  (. Bulletin  1960,  pp.  180-1,  1970,  p.  44  &  124) 

In  addition  to  the  above  cross-references,  the  Pope  entry  in  Supplement  I  ( Bulletin  1970, 
p.  125)  reported  rate-book  evidence  indicating  Hiron’s  terminal  dating  as  around  November 
in  the  year  1851. 

The  next  topic  below  comprises  (a)  an  introduction  to  (b)  the  ensuing  reporting  of  a  Hiron 
check  containing  an  unusual  stylistic  arrangement;  it  also  contained  a  curious  technical 
statement  commented  on  at  (c). 

(a)  Mention  was  made  in  this  Dictionary  of  tickets  of  Dr  Woodhead’s  Museum  of  Anatomy, 
Liverpool,  that  were  made  successively  by  J.  Park  at  Liverpool  ( Bulletin  1966,  p.  293)  and 
A.  H.  Alld ridge  at  Birmingham  ( Bulletin  1960,  p.  95).  As  now  viewed,  the  two  versions 
(although  from  different  pairs  of  dies,  as  would  be  expected,  quite  apart  from  the  different 
signatures)  are  strikingly  similar  and  obviously  copied  one  from  the  other.  And  one  of  the 
faces  involved  in  this  repetition — call  it  the  obverse — has  an  unusual  layout.  In  both  issues, 
the  29  mm.  flan  diameter  accommodates  on  the  obverse  a  12  mm.  central  circular  compartment 
(containing  the  doctor’s  street  number  “29” — with  considerable  difference  in  size  of  fount 
between  the  two  issues),  then  a  ring  of  4  mm.  width  (containing  his  name  and  street),  then  an 
outer  ring  of  2  mm.  width  containing  the  appropriate  maker’s  name  and  address  in  tiny  fount. 
The  earliest  possible  date  of  striking  (i.e.  for  Park’s  version)  would  have  been  1859. 

(b)  The  following  check  of  Hiron’s  make  for  a  different  customer  shows  on  its  reverse  a 
remarkably  similar  layout  to  the  above  obverse — particularly  in  the  use  of  a  very  narrow 
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outer  band  for  a  legend  in  tiny  fount.  With  a  production  date  no  later  than  his  termination 
in  1851,  this  check  obviously  antedated  the  Woodhead  tickets  and  perhaps  formed  the  prototype 
for  the  use  on  them  of  this  annular  layout. 

Obv.  “Richard  Waring  /  Founder’s  /  Arms  /  Flood  Street  /  -f  Dudley +  ”  arranged 
as  outer  and  inner  semicircles  above,  the  word  “Arms”  across  the  centre,  and 
inner  and  outer  semicircles  below. 

Rev.  An  inner  compartment  of  14  mm.  diameter  containing  “Check  /  3d”.  Then  a 
ring  of  3  mm.  width  containing  “Made  by  S.  Hiron  St.  Paul’s  Birm.*”  and 
enclosed  by  an  anticlockwise  ring  (less  than  one  mm.  wide)  of  harebells. 
Finally,  an  outer  ring  of  2  mm.  width  containing  in  tiny  fount  the  remarkable 
legend:  “The  celebrated  indestructible  metallic  address  medals.” 

Flan  diam.  26  mm.  (A  fairly  recent  acquisition  by  Birmingham  City  Museum.) 

(c)  Inevitably,  perhaps,  the  above-encountered  specimen  of  this  purportedly  indestructible 
check  is  bent  and  considerably  corroded.  However,  in  fairness  to  Hiron,  his  brave  assertion 
should  perhaps  be  read  as  a  comparison  with  pasteboard  address  cards  ( cf .  the  legend,  on  a 
Cottrill  ticket,  about  the  greater  cheapness  of  the  metal  ones).  Others  have  made  assertions  of 
durability;  e.g.  amongst  discs  struck  by  firms  in  the  metal  trades  in  France,  while  experimenting 
in  alloys  etc.  for  coinage,  there  occurred,  at  a  later  period  around  1900,  strikings  in  aluminium 
captioned  inoxydable  (Mazard  cat.  nos.  2329-30)  and  (dated  1896)  (cat.  2302)  others,  in  some 
unspecified  alloy,  captioned  monnaie  inalterable  (an  expression  which  in  this  context  probably 
meant  coin  that  cannot  physically  deteriorate).  (These  references  are  to  the  1848-1967  volume 
of  Jean  Mazard’s  standard  work  on  the  French  coinage.) 

MOORE,  Joseph  ( Bulletin  1960,  pp.  229-230,  1971  p.  449) 

His  precise  datings  at  the  stated  addresses  were: 

1857-68  71  Summer  Lane  (“late  Allen  &  Moore  and  successor  to  Mr  James 

Taylor”); 

1869-78  2  Pitsford  Street; 

1879-82  13  Pitsford  Street. 

At  this  his  final  address  the  business  continued  under  the  same  name — suffixed  Ltd  from  1915 — 
until  1928,  the  year  when  it  was  acquired  by  Fattorini  &  Sons  Ltd  who  had  transferred  to 
Birmingham  from  Bradford,  Yorks.  But  at  their  premises  Harford  W’orks,  Harford  Street, 
they  kept  the  name  Joseph  Moore  Ltd  alive  for  many  years. 

RYLAND,  Howard,  &  Co.  ( Bulletin  1960,  p.  311,  1970,  p.  126) 

This  firm’s  first  appearance  at  40  St.  Paul’s  Square  was  in  1877,  as  merchants,  soon  changed 
to  wholesale  stationers.  Around  1885  briefly  they  were  listed  at  58  &  59  St.  Paul’s  Square; 
on  their  move  to  no.  47  the  description  was  manufacturing  stationers. 

The  Dolphin  Inn  referred  to  at  Bath  is  reported  to  be  still  standing  but  not  used  as  a 
public  house  since  1883. 

RYLAND  &  JOHNSON  ( Bulletin  1970,  p.  126) 

The  following  tabulation  of  activity  of  Ryland  &  Johnson,  who  were  also  described  as 
stampers  and  engravers,  replaces  the  broad  indication  previously  given : 

(1847-)1848  53^  Dale  End; 

1849-52  40  Newhall  Street ; 

1853  15£  Fleet  Street. 

The  first  partner  was  Albert  Ryland,  whose  residence  was  shown  in  1848  as  44  Summer  Lane 
and  in  1852  as  New  Summer  Street.  He  was  obviously  of  an  earlier  generation  than  his  name¬ 
sake  reported  on  in  the  ensuing  1970  entry. 

SALE,  H.  B.  ( Bulletin  1960,  p.  311,  1971,  p.  449) 

In  Constitution  Hill,  Henry  Bailey  Sale  was  at  no.  65£  in  1864-68  and  then  no.  62  in  1869; 
Sale  &  Martin  was  formed  there  in  1870  and  their  no.  was  61  from  1871. 

The  move  by  Harry  Bailey  Sale  to  nos.  1,  3,  5,  7  Constitution  Hill  occurred  in  1895,  and 
the  limited  company  style  started  there  in  1901. 

Checks  signed  by  Sale  include : 

1.  Obv.  reads  “Charles  H.  Lea  /  Malt  Shovel  /  Highgate  Road  /  Sparkbrook”  (Birming¬ 

ham)  where  he  was  present  (1888-)89-99.  Very  tiny  horizontal  signature  Sale 
Birm  above  last  word. 

2.  Obv.  reads  “J.  Wilkes  /  Princess  /  of  /  Wales  /  Conybere  St”  (also  Birmingham) 

where  he  was  present  1902-05.  Tiny  but  spread  signature  Sale.  Birm  (the  stop 
level  with  the  central  bars  of  letters)  curved  above  last  word. 

On  both  reverses  are  laurel  sprays  enclosing  “3D”  (plain  flat-topped  figure) 
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3.  Obv.  “WM  Jenkins  /  -  .  -  /  Clothiers  /  Arms  /  *  Stroud  *”  (in  Gloucestershire). 

Rev.  “H.  B.  Sale,  Maker  /  .61  Constitution  Hill  Birm.”  (the  address  in  small  narrow 
letters)  around  the  rim.  In  centre  is  “3D”  (fancy  figure),  and  laurel  sprays  are 
crowded  into  the  space  between  this  and  the  legend. 

(Nos.  1  and  3  in  Birmingham  City  Museum,  no.  2  in  Author’s  collection.) 

SMITH  /  KEMP  /  WRIGHT  (. Bulletin  1960,  pp.  311-2,  1965,  p.  334) 

This  firm’s  successive  styles  within  the  span  of  the  Dictionary  were : 

. . .  1839-49(-51)  Smith  &  Kemp 

(1850-)52-59(-62)  Smith  Kemp  &  Wright 

( 1 860-)63-87  Smith  &  Wright 

1888  onwards  Smith  &  Wright  Ltd. 

No  fresh  evidence  of  numismatic  involvement  has  come  to  hand  since  the  original  entry, 
but  the  following  reference  may  be  of  interest.  The  firm  is  mentioned  by  Gwen  Squire  in  the 
introduction  to  her  work  Buttons — a  Guide  for  Collectors  (1972)  as  makers  of  most  of  the 
military  buttons  for  other  ranks’  uniforms,  founded  in  the  eighteenth  century  and  now  become 
part  of  Firmin  &  Sons  Ltd;  itself  a  London  firm  of  button-makers  for  over  300  years,  with 
also  a  Birmingham  factory  since  the  1890’s,  and  (nationally)  one  of  the  present  three  main 
firms  in  this  trade. 

Firmin’s  products  turn  up  from  time  to  time  amongst  numismatic  minor  discs,  but  are  only 
buttons  that  have  lost  their  shanks  or  (in  one  instance  noted)  an  impression  of  their  button 
reverse  die  (bearing  their  name  and  address)  on  a  blank  flan. 


SMITH,  William  C Bulletin  1960,  p.  312) 

His  final  year  of  business  was  1896. 

He  participated  in  the  imitation  Spade  guinea  series  by  producing  an  imitation  half-guinea 
with  the  usual  type  of  George  III  obverse  but,  contrary  to  the  prevailing  style  among  his  own 
competitors,  the  reverse  is  wholly  occupied  by  his  particulars:  “Wm  Smith  /  engraver  /  letter 
cutter  /  &  diesinker  /  New  Meeting  Sl  /  Birmingham”  (reading  across  the  field  in  pairs  of  lines 
curved  upwards,  straight,  and  curved  downwards). 

One  of  his  commoner  signatures  “W.  Smith  maker  New  Meeting  Sl  /  Birmingham”  en¬ 
circles  a  fancy  figure  “3”  as  reverse  of  a  trade  check  that  has  its  obverse  occupied  by  the 
following  inscription  in  curved  and  straight  lines : 

“G.  Stinton  /  will  allow  this  on  /  -  .  -  /  a  pair  of  boots  /  -  .  -  /  or  soleing  &  healing  /  Hereford” 
(healing — sic ) 


TAYLOR 

3.  James  Taylor  (Bulletin  1960,  p.  313) 

James  Taylor,  whose  business  and  premises  Joseph  Moore  took  over  on  dissolution  of  the 
Allen  &  Moore  partnership,  operated  at  solely  that  address  71  Summer  Lane,  from  1841/42 
until  1856;  as  medallist,  seal  engraver,  and  diesinker.  No  checks  by  him  have  come  to  notice; 
but  a  signature  “J.  Taylor”  that  must,  because  of  the  dating,  be  his,  occurs  below  the  truncation 
on  a  Brunei  portrait  obverse  (the  head  faces  left,  and  the  surrounding  naming  contains  the 
transposed  forenames  error)  of  a  medalet  with  the  “Thames  Tunnel  opened  1843  reverse  as 
occurred  in  the  variety  described  at  (b)  in  the  William  GRIFFIN  entry  in  Part  III  (Bulletin 
1968,  p.  94).  This  medalet  (Neil  B.  Todd  collection)  shows  Brunei  s  head  as  large  as  the  flail 
allows;  it  is  likely  to  be  a  small  replica,  for  sales  publicity,  of  a  full-sized  medal  by  Taybr ;  and, 
as  such,  an  indication  that  the  Thames  Tunnel  medalets  issued  by  Griffin  with  his  own  name 

on  them  had  the  same  purpose. 

4.  Joseph  Taylor  (I)  t Bulletin  I960,  p.  313,  1970,  pp.  126-7) 

More  precise  datings  of  his  business  presence  were: 

1864-65  3  Caroline  Street; 

1865  also  at  83  Wynn  Street; 

(1866-)67-82  30  St.  Paul’s  Square; 

1883-85(-86)  52  St.  Paul’s  Square. 

In  1865  he  traded  as  diesinker,  press  tool  maker,  Sheffield  steel  and  bar  steel  warehouse, 
manufacturer  of  steel  spectacle  furniture  and  brassfounders’  springs  and  washers;  metal 
button  shanker,  piercer  of  button  cards,  etc.  His  additional  lines  as  listed  10  years  later  were 
stated  in  the  original  entry  herein.  One  signed  check  was  reported  m  the  1970  entry,  and  no 
more  have  yet  been  encountered.

5.  Joseph  Taylor  (II) 

This  Joseph  Taylor  was  an  engineer,  first  active  1850-60  at  Brasshouse  Passage,  Broad  Street 
besides  running  Broad  Street  Foundry  from  1854.  In  1861  he  moved  to  99  Constitution 
Hill,  which  he  named  Derwent  Works  in  honour  of  his  birthplace  in  Northumberland,  and 
his  business  lines  in  1864  were  shown  as  ironfounder  and  manufacturer  of  steam  engines, 
coining  machinery,  saw  mills,  rolling  mills,  etc.  At  the  same  premises  but  renumbered  as  60  Con¬ 
stitution  Hill,  the  proprietorship  was  re-styled,  and  continues  as,  Taylor  &  Challen  Ltd, 
well-known  as  makers  of  coin-presses  etc. 

The  foregoing  particulars  of  this  business  are  mostly  derived  from  an  historical  article  about 
the  company  by  P.  Leighton,  in  a  special  issue,  for  the  1971  B.A.N.S.  Congress,  of  Cartwheel, 
journal  of  Birmingham  Numismatic  Society. 

VAUGHTON  ( Bulletin  1960,  pp.  406-7,  1970,  p.  127) 

c<  Philip  Vaughton  &  Sons.  Was  founded  c.  1842  (at  6  Hampton  Street)  by  Philip  Vaughton 
a  “gold  key  &  seal  maker”.  The  first  previously  reported  address  lasted  until  1867,  the  second 
began  in  1868.  The  third  address  continued  until  1901,  followed  by: 

1902-08  Gothic  Works,  Livery  Street. 

One  of  the  principals  around  1889  was  Thos.  Albert  Vaughton,  mfg.  jwlr. 

Vaughton  Bros.  Similarly,  their  second  address  lasted  until  1901,  followed  by: 

1902-08  (unstated  number)  Livery  Street. 

By  1909  the  above  two  firms  were  already  sharing  a  telegraphic  address  ( Emblems )  and 
telephone  number. 

Vaughtons  Ltd  was  formed  in  that  year  1909  as  an  amalgamation  of  those  firms,  at  the 
Gothic  Works,  Livery  Street  address. 

Checks.  Two  more  evidences  of  signed  checks  have  been  encountered,  with  the  same  type 
of  reverse  which  seems  to  be  emerging  as  standard  for  this  business,  though  attributable  to 
which  company  is  unclear  pending  some  dating  evidence;  comprising  a  denomination  in 
centre  with  Vaughton  Birm  at  foot  (not  Vaughtons ),  surrounded  by  an  anticlockwise  circle  of 
tulips : 

2.  Obv.  “H.  J.  Hutchinson  /  Old  /  Swan  /  skittle  alley  /  .Ystalyfera.”  (a  placename  in 

Glamorgan). 

Rev.  The  denomination  is :  3d  (flat-topped  3). 

3.  Obv.  Large  “J.  H”  in  centre. 

This  obverse  is  used  on  a  set  of  checks  with  reverse  denominations  3d,  2d,  l£d,  Id  of  which  the 
2d  is  unsigned.  Reported  from  specimens  in  the  British  Museum,  ticketed  as  attributed  to 
Joe  Hart,  Crib  Street,  Ware  (presumably  this  is  the  Ware  in  Herts.). 


J.  W. 

This  is  an  expansion  of  the  report,  in  the  original  entry  for  John  Wilcox  ( Bulletin  1960, 
p.  407),  of  the  initials  J.W.  on  truncation  of  a  To  Hanover  counter.  The  evidence  below7, 
involving  further  varieties,  assigns  a  date-span  of  at  any  rate  1859-64  to  the  holder  of  these 
initials.  But  there  is  still  nothing  to  identify  him;  a  separate  entry  is  therefore  preferable,  as 
although  Wilcox  remains  an  eligible  candidate,  other  possibles  at  the  above  dates  included 
James  White  (q.v.)  and,  not  yet  known  to  have  been  involved  with  metallic  discs,  a  diesinker 
named  Joseph  Wingfield  (who  was  then  at  78  Buckingham  Street). 

J.  W.  group 

The  present  account  centres  on  a  distinctive  thick-neck  version  of  a  Queen  Victoria  YH 
portrait  (facing  to  left  as  usual).  Seven  occurrences  of  it  have  been  noted  so  far,  seemingly 
derived  from  a  single  master  punch,  but  with  slight  variations  of  working  punch  for  practically 
every  die.  These  punch  variations  include  presence  or  absence  of  the  J.W.  initials  in  a  manner 
that  seems  equally  haphazard  as  the  other  punch  differences  and  as  the  selection  from  among 
the  following  alternative  accompanying  legends.  One  aspect  is  consistent — the  legends  are 
always  divided  so  that  the  last  word  is  on  the  right  flank  of  the  portrait  and  the  rest  is  on  its 
left  flank. 

(a)  Victoria  /  Regina 

(b)  Victoria  /  Queen  (a  legend  peculiar  to  this  group) 

(c)  H.M.G.M.  Queen  /  Victoria. 

Six  of  the  reverses  are  of  the  general  To  Hanover  type;  the  other  is  commemorative.  Detailed 
descriptions  of  the  discs  follow,  with  catalogue  references  (see  Introduction  to  this  Supplement).

Legend  (a),  nose  to  R  tail.  Outline  from  jaw  to  truncation  is  two-thirds  convex 
throat  and  one-third  slightly  convex  top  of  chest.  On  rear  of  truncation  are 
raised  serifed  letters  J.W.  At  the  back  hair,  the  position  of  the  “elephant’s  eye” 
is  a  gap  into  which  ends  of  hairs  curl  inwards.  To  let  of  the  earlobe  is  a  tiny  curl 
emerging  from  an  under-layer  concealed  by  the  outer  braiding. 

Spread  legend.  Rider  with  death’s  head.  Dragon  with  3  heads  (2  forwards,  one 
half-rearward),  2  necks  showing.  Close  date  1837,  the  8  low.

Legend  (c),  nose  to  Q  tail;  the  last  word  starts  high.  Outline  from  jaw  to  trunca¬ 
tion  is  three-quarters  slightly  convex  throat  and  one-quarter  straight-lined  top  of 
chest:  same  on  items  3-7.  No  signature.  Back  hair  detail  as  in  item  1.  Tiny  curl 
absent,  and  a  gap  shows  between  braiding  and  front  of  ear. 

Close  legend.  Dragon  details  as  in  item  1.  Close  date  1859. 

Hk  24.  Ho  H14. 

Legend  (c),  nose  to  left  ot  Q.  Signature  as  in  item  1  but  weak.  The  hair  at  lower 
edge  of  the  ‘‘elephant’s  eye”  gap  is  a  detached  half-annulet  with  points  upwards. 
The  curl  is  present  but  forms  the  end  of  an  outer  strand  from  forehead.  Top  of 
eye-socket  is  deep-cut. 

Very  close  legend.  Dragon  with  3  heads  pointed  as  in  items  1-2  but  only  one 
neck  showing.  Very  close  date  1837  placed  rather  low,  the  8  slightly  too  tall. 
Horse's  rear  left  leg  extended  extremely  forward  and  hidden  by  dragon  except  for  the 
thigh. 

Legend  (b),  nose  to  right  edge  of  T.  Signature  J.W.  very  faint.  Lower  edge  of 
“elephant’s  eye”  gap  is  like  a  hyphen.  Curl  and  eye-socket  as  in  item  3. 

Close  legend.  Dragon  arrangement  as  in  items  1-2.  Date  and  its  arrangement  as 
in  item  1. 

Thin,  with  bevelled  smooth  edge. 

Seemingly  same  as  for  item  4 ;  signature  clearer. 

Legend  and  date  of  same  breadth  as  in  items  1,  2  and  4,  but  in  smaller  fount. 
Dragon  arrangement  same  as  in  those  three.  Tight  rein.  Date  1864. 

Ho  Kl. 

Legend  (c),  nose  to  mid  Q;  last  word  ends  low.  No  gap  at  “elephant’s  eye”  and  no 
curl.  No  signature,  although  broad  flange  seemingly  prepared  to  receive  one. 

Close  legend.  Blunt  sword.  Dragon  arrangement  same  as  in  items  1,  2,  4  and  5. 
Close  date  1861.  {Inverted,) 

Ho  HI 5  (copper) 

Seemingly  same  as  for  item  6.

Hk  25. 


Items  1,  3  and  4  are  described  from  the  Author’s  collection.  All  items  (except  no.  4  slightly 
larger  and  smooth-edged,  and  no.  6  in  copper)  in  this  group  and  the  group  below  are  22  mm. 
brass  with  straight-grained  edges. 

The  significance  of  item  3’s  reverse  (with  its  unusual  feature  described  in  italics)  is  that  it 
forms  a  dielink  (as  also  item  7’s  reverse  may  do)  with  another — contemporary — YH  obverse, 
which  used  a  head-punch  of  different  style  and  is  anonymous.  This  will  be  referred  to  for 
convenience  as  Obv.  69  (the  die  reference  in  the  Author’s  record  notebook  of  YH  obverses 
on  ^d-sized  discs)  and  is  described  next  below.  Furthermore,  a  close  copy  of  item  3’s  reverse 
was  used  by  another  diesinker  some  30  years  later  (see  the  W.  H.  Watts  entry  in  this 
Supplement).

Obv.  69:  Legend  (c),  nose  to  right  of  second  Al.  The  head  is  a  well-balanced  tolerable 
portrait  of  the  queen;  its  special  feature  is  an  incuse  arabesque  design  along  the 
front  strip  of  the  headband. 

This  obverse  has  been  noted  with  the  following  four  reverses  (two  To  Hanover ,  one  com¬ 
memorative,  one  trade  ticket): 

Rev.  A:  Same  as  for  item  3  of  the  J.W.  group.  (Upper  part  of  queen’s  nose  damaged  in

Rev.  B:  Very  similar  to  that,  dated  1861,  of  item  6  of  the  J.W.  group,  but  first  figure  of 
date  is  distinctly  overtall  and  has  a  sharply  slanted  top  serif.

Rev.  C:  Seemingly  same  as  for  item  7  of  the  J.W.  group. 

Rev.  D:  ‘‘R.  Jeary  /  Stationer  /  Market  Place  /  Norwich.” 

Specimens  of  all  four  of  these  discs  occur  in  the  Author’s  collection  (also  one  with  his  obv.  die 
ref.  69A  composed  from  the  same  head  punch  and  same  legend  but  starting  lower,  used  with  a 
trade  ticket  reverse  of  Dunn  &  Co.  the  London  tailors). 


WATTS,  William  Henry  Grant  (1887);  BDM — 

William  Henry  Watts  was  active  as  below  as  a  diesinker  &  letter  cutter  (though  for  some 
reason  his  listing  at  the  first  address  w'as  only  as  a  letter  cutter) : 

(1886-)87-93  8  Caroline  Street; 

1894  1  Harford  Street; 

1895-98  9  Harford  Street; 

1899-1903  7  Harford  Street. 


Signed  products  all  presumably  by  him  occur: 

A.  Listed  by  Grant  as  being  by  Watts — an  1887  Jubilee  medal  of  Solihull  (Warwickshire). 

B.  Script  signature  Watts  Birm — in  tiny  fount  horizontally  at  top  of  obverse  of  a  brass 
32  mm.  workmen’s  tally  of  Kerr  Stuart  &  C°  Stoke-on-Trent  (Staffs.)  with  pearled 
border.  Noted  (a)  pierced  with  5  mm.  suspension  hole  that  cuts  out  most  of  Watts’ 
name,  and  a  reverse  blank  except  for  pearled  border,  and  (b)  with  7  mm.  hole  that 
misses  the  signature,  and  a  reverse  showing  curved  within  pearled  border  large  sprays 
of  oak  and  laurel  with  ribbon  tie,  central  field  blank. 

C.  Incuse  initials  W  H  W  crudely  cut  (in  the  die)  on  the  truncation  of  a  Queen  Victoria 
YH  obverse  used  for  23  mm.  To  Hanover  counters  as  described  below.  (Author’s 
collection.) 

Mr  C.  Brunei,  owner  of  the  items  at  B.  above,  has  found  the  sprays  reverse  die  recurring  on 
unsigned  tallies  of  firms  in  the  same  and  other  localities,  and  has  moreover  reported  that  one 
of  those  obverses  occurs  also  paired  with  another  reverse  die — showing  the  same  kind  of 
sprays — which  more  regularly  occurs  with  obverses  signed  by  H(enry)  Pasley,  Sheffield  (who 
appears  in  Part  II  of  this  Dictionary).  Further  research  on  this  die-linkage  between  these  two 
makers’  products  is  needed.

One  obverse  has  been  found  with  two  reverses  : 

Obv.  Legend  Victoria  /  Regina  in  small,  spaced,  well-cut  fount.  These  words  are 
p  aced  to  left  and  right  of  the  head,  with  letter  o  opposite  the  queen’s  nose;  after 
t  le  name  comes  a  flaw  rather  like  an  inverted  exclamation  mark.  The  head,  to 
ett,  is  a  tolerable  conventional  portrait  of  the  queen,  and  has  two  special  shapings. 
Pirstly,  the  truncation,  bearing  crude  incuse  initials  W  H  W  (no  stops),  is 
highly  arched  and  is  thus  sharply  pointed  at  the  rear.  Secondly,  the  “elephant’s 
trunk  01  hanging  back  hair  is  thick  and  solid  (a  thick  braid  twisted  twice)  and 
ends  abruptly,  on  the  slant. 

Both  reverses  show  the  usual  To  Hanover  legend,  scene,  and  historic  date  1837.  The  rider  is 
slim  and  youngish,  with  sword  resting  on  shoulder.  The  horse’s  rear  left  leg  is  absent.  The 
dragon  has  one  forward-thrust  neck  and  head  which  is  below  the  horse’s  right  fore-hoof,  and 
upwards  from  the  same  neck  sprout  a  rearward-facing  head  and  above  it  a  forward-facing  head. 
Differences  of  detail  are : 

i?.l ;  Compact  legend  in  small  thick  letters ;  compact  date  in  small  thick  figures,  central 
but  somewhat  low.  The  rider  has  a  wasp  waist,  slim  sharply-drawn  stomach, 
near  coat-tail  appearing  to  hang  from  his  forearm.  Except  in  these  details  of  the 
rider  and  the  distance-in  of  his  tunic  buttons,  this  reverse  is  a  close  copy  of  the 
reverse  of  item  3  of  the  earlier  diesinker  J.  W.  (see  separate  entry  in  this  Supple¬ 
ment)  ;  with  which  it  has  immediate  affinity  (shared  with  R.2  below)  as  regards 
the  position  of  the  horse’s  rear  legs. 

Spread  legend  in  smallish  thin  letters;  date  in  small  thin  figures  to  left  of  centre 
(of  exergue).  The  rider  is  thickly  clad;  the  near  coat-tail  is  long  and  starts  under 
his  wrist.  This  rev.  appears  to  stem  from  one  (with  horse’s  legs  complete)  on  an 
Allen  and  Moore  style  counter  with  obv.  dated  1856. 

Unsigned  To  Hanover  counters  with  Obv.  similar  to  WHW’s 

For  convenience  this  wall  be  referred  to  as  Obv .  48  group  (using  the  die  reference  in  the  Author’s 
record  notebook  of  YH  obverses  on  ^d-sized  discs).  It  is  reported  for  the  purpose  of  distinguish¬ 
ing  it  from  the  WHW  obverse.  Catalogue  references  are  to  the  works  cited  in  the  Introduction 
to  this  Supplement. 

Obv.  48:  Portrait  of  similar  general  shape,  with  highly  arched  but  unsigned  truncation,  to 
the  portrait  in  the  WHW  Obv.  Same  legend,  of  same  size  and  spacing  and  with 
second  word  in  exactly  the  same  position;  but  fount  subtly  different  (e.g.  broader 
A’s),  and  RI  opposite  the  nose.  The  head  punch  may  be  the  same,  but  worn  and 
retouched.  There  is  deterioration  of  the  face  (“blind”  eye,  blunt  nose,  open 
mouth)  and  ear.  In  the  truncation,  the  signature  flange  is  absent,  the  rear  is  sharp 
as  before,  the  front  tip  is  straighter  and  in  higher  relief  than  the  neck.  The  back 
hair  is  drawn  in  usual  style. 

Hk  obv.  31 

Rev.  A:  To  Hanover  type.  Spread  legend.  Rider  wearing  helmet.  Large  dragon;  long 
scaly  neck  with  forward  head  and  with  rearv/ard  head  rising  from  halfway  along 
it,  forward  third  head  rising  from  root  of  wings.  Large  date  1837  with  all  figures 
touching  exergue  line. 

Ho  D29.  Hk  44  (with  inverted  die-axis). 
This  reverse  also  links  with  an  obverse  shelving  a  more  natural  portrait  and  large 
legend  startvtg  with  a  V  altered  from  an  A  ( upright  axis  and  Hk  43  inverted  axis). 

Rev.  B:  To  Hanover  type.  The  date  1837  is  medium,  spread,  with  overtall  1  and  3. 

Hk  45  (upright  axis) 

Rev.  C:  Filling  whole  field,  coarsely-drawn  stylised  Austrian  imperial  arms  (shield  on 
double-headed  eagle  crowned  on  each  head,  and  holding  sword  and  orb). 

Hk  42  (upright  axis) 

This  reverse  too  is  shared  with  the  other  obverse  that  shares  Rev.  A  above ;  as  HK  41 
( upright  axis). 

This  Obv.  48  group  is  altogether  a  shoddy  one.  Its  small-lettered  obverse  is  disparate  with  its 
bolder  lettered  and  figured  reverses  (and  bold  Austrian  arms  reverse) — which  seem  to  be  a 
borrow  from  the  maker  of  the  “V  over  A”  obverse  die — and  the  worn-out  head  punch  is  used. 
Dating  of  the  group  is  difficult;  it  could  be  no  earlier  than  the  late  1890’s  if  the  head-punch 
is  really  Watts’  discard. 

WHITAKER,  Richard  {Bulletin  1960,  p.  407,  1970,  p.  128)

The  firm  stayed  at  the  last  address  as  stampers  and  piercers  under  the  style  Whitaker  &  Eagles 
1898-1904  and  finally  Whitaker,  Cutler  &  Co.  1905-c.  1960  (last  listed  there  as  press  workers. 


WHITE,  James  ( Bulletin  1970,  p.  127,  1971,  p.  450) 

A  second  check  by  him  shows  his  other  main  address :

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AN  INTERESTING  ACQUISITION 

From  the  time  of  William  of  Normandy’s  conquest  of  England  in  1066,  England’s 
closest  foreign  relations  were  with  France.  England’s  Kings  were  essentially  French¬ 
men  by  descent,  upbringing  and  speech.  Her  empire  had  included  Normandy, 
Brittany,  Maine,  Anjou,  Poitou  and  Aquitaine. 

The  first  gold  coin  struck  by  an  English  King  for  his  French  possessions  was  the 
gold  florin  of  Aquitaine  struck  there  about  1335,  the  ninth  year  of  Edward  Ill’s  reign. 
The  floiin  (fiorino  d  oro)  was  designed  in  the  great  trading  city  of  Florence  and  first 
struck  there  in  1252.  The  florin  ot  Aquitaine  is  a  close  copy  of  this  piece  with  the 
figure  ol  St.  John  the  Baptist  facing  and  holding  a  sceptre,  the  legend  being  s. 
iohannes  B.  On  the  reverse  is  a  large  lily  (flos,  the  badge  of  Florence)  with  the  legend 
dvx  aquitaine,  with  saltire  stops  and  it  must  have  been  struck  prior  to  Edward’s 
assumption  of  the  title  of  King  of  France  in  1337  and  probably  nine  to  ten  years 
before  the  florin,  half-florin  and  quarter-florin  were  struck  by  Edward  III  in  England. 
The  weight  ot  the  Aquitaine  florin  is  approximately  54  grains  and  its  value  was 
equivalent  to  the  English  half-florin  which  was  current  for  three  shillings.  An  example 
of  this  coin  appears  as  A390  on  page  397. 


AN  INVESTMENT  RECORD? 

From  all  the  many  letters  sent  to  me  commenting  on  the  50th  Anniversary 
“Bulletin”  one  in  particular  caught  my  eye.  A  client  who  has  been  collecting  since 
before  the  last  war  sent  me  a  list  of  coins  which  were  purchased  between  April  and 
November  1935.  Examples  are  as  follows: 

Charles  II  2/6d,  1674  nearly  EF3  l6/6d. 

William  III,  6d,  1700  FDC5I6± 

Anne,  5/-s,  1707,  R.  &  P.  VF/EF  30/-s. 

George  I,  5/-s,  1716,  R.  &P.  EF  £2  7s.  6d. 

George  II,  5/-s,  1734,  R.  &  P.  EF  £  1  8s.  6d. 

George  II,  2/6d,  1705,  EFjFDC  12/6d.

He  went  on  to  say  that  his  whole  collection,  which  cost  a  total  of  £2,360,  would  in 
his  estimation  now  cost  the  sum  of  £94,232 !  This  represents  a  value  almost  40  times 
the  original  cost.  Apart  from  the  incredibly  low  prices  which  we  were  charging  in  1935 
compared  to  to-day,  our  client  also  brought  back  old  memories  by  saying  how  well 
he  remembered  the  excitement  of  receiving  the  old  duplicated  lists,  and  especially  the 
distinctive  smell  of  the  duplicating  ink.  All  the  early  lists  were  roneoed  by  hand, 
first  by  my  sister  Mildred  and  later  by  Miss  Eccles  who  died  earlier  this  year.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

Hoard  of  silver  coins  found  in  Armagh.  A  quantity  of  old  coins  has  been  uncovered  by 
two  Enterprise  Ulster  workmen  during  preparatory  work  for  a  pleasure  garden  at  Castle  Street 
in  the  oldest  part  of  Armagh.  The  find  of  130  silver  coins — some  dating  back  to  1557 — was 
discovered  by  the  workmen  during  digging  operations.  The  site  close  to  the  city  centre  is  over¬ 
looked  by  the  cathedral  church  of  St.  Patrick.  For  many  years  the  ground  has  lain  waste  since 
derelict  houses  were  demolished.  Eventually  there  will  be  a  terraced  garden  with  seats.  The 
scheme  is  a  joint  project  between  the  local  council  and  Enterprise  Ulster.  The  find  has  been 
described  as  “pretty  significant”  although  some  of  the  coins  are  fairly  well  corroded.  They  are 
now  being  examined  by  experts. 
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BOOK  REVIEW 

Archaeological  Sites  of  Britain,  by  Peter  Clayton  (Weidenfeld  and  Nicolson,  1976),  239 
pages,  178  illustrations.  Price  £4.50 

This  is  both  a  work  of  reference  and  a  tourist’s  guide  to  field  antiquities  throughout  the 
countryside.  Designed  to  be  used  with  Ordnance  Survey  maps  every  site  described  is  given  its 
exact  location  on  the  National  Grid  reference  which  means  that  no  maps  are  needed  in  the  text. 
The  book  is  divided  into  seven  English  regions  and  thus  geographical  continuity  is  maintained. 
The  illustrations  have  been  selected  with  some  care  and  not  a  few  produce  considerable  impact 
on  the  imagination,  many  of  the  views  having  been  taken  from  the  air. 

As  one  might  expect  with  an  author  who  is  also  a  numismatist,  coins  are  used  in  several 
instances  to  add  point.  Thus  the  famous  Arras  medallion  depicting  the  relief  of  London  by 
Constantius  Chlorus  in  a.d.  296  is  set  against  an  outline  map  of  the  Roman  city;  an  early 
British  gold  stater  of  the  Atrebates  showing  the  disjointed  horse  lies  alongside  an  aerial  view  of 
the  White  Horse  of  Uffington  and  the  nearby  Iron  Age  hill  fort;  while  the  section  West  of 
Offa’s  Dyke  starts  with  a  charming  portrait  penny  of  the  Mercian  king  (757-96).  Rather  more 
controversial  is  a  bronze  coin  of  the  emperor  Vetranio  showing  on  the  reverse  a  soldier  bearing  a 
Chio-Rho  standard  in  either  hand  shown  against  the  Long  Man  of  Wilmington  who  also  holds 
an  upright  staff  in  either  hand — but  could  these  be  of  the  same  period,  mid  4th  Century  A.D.
